Columbine. Sandy Hook. And now 
Marjory Stoneman Douglas. These are 
the names of schools associated with 
major mass shootings in America’s 
modern history. 

Socialjusticesolutions.org suggests 
that bullying, teachers, mental 
illnesses, or seeking infamy are the 
main reasons for school 
shootings. Socialjustice 

writer Justin Nutt says that 
working on coping skills and 
self-esteem in people would 
decrease these occurrences and that 
school counselors and teachers could 
make this happen. 

“Teachers should make a better 
effort of identifying people who are at 
risk for becoming potential shooters 
and to try include students who are 
outcasts,” said Wyatt Moulds, social 
science instructor at JCJC. 

In a survey, 11 percent of JCJC 


students said that they experienced 
a gun threat at their high school and 
35 percent said that a particular peer 
made them feel unsafe or suspicious. 
Sixty five percent of students felt that 
they did not have adequate security at 
their high school. 

In a tweet, President Trump 
proposed that trained teachers in 
schools carry concealed weapons. 

“Armed Educators (and trusted 
people who work within a 
school) love our students and 
will protect them. Very smart 
people. Must be firearm adept 
& have annual training. Should 
get yearly bonus. Shootings will not 
happen again - a big & very impressive 
deterrent. Up to states.” 

Although the president stated that, 
“Highly trained, gun adept, teachers/ 
coaches would solve the problem 
instantly, before the police arrive,” this 
has been met with resistance by those

Chris McDaniel announces U.S. 
Senate candidacy at JCJC rally

State senator and Ellisville native 
Chris McDaniel announced his intent to 
run for Mississippi’s junior U.S. Senate 
seat in the JCJC Home and Health 
Auditorium on Feb. 28. With standing 
room only, Jones County voters and 
McDaniel supporters eagerly awaited 
the special announcement. 

“It feels good to be back here,” said 
McDaniel as he took the stage. “We 
haven’t forgotten have we?” 

After losing to incumbent Thad 
Cochran in the 2014 Republican 
primary, McDaniel claimed the election 
was illegal due to voting irregularities 
involving Democrats voting in the 
Republican primary. McDaniel’s 
lawsuit was dismissed by two courts 
including the Mississippi Supreme 
Court. For the past four years this loss 
has fueled McDaniel’s desire to once 
again run for Cochran’s spot. 

Although initially running against 
junior U.S. Senator Roger Wicker, 
McDaniel recently jumped into the 
running for Cochran’s seat after he 
announced an early retirement. Either 
way, McDaniel insists he is the change 
Mississippi needs. 

“If you want change, then you 
have your candidate and his name is 
Chris McDaniel,” said McDaniel to an 
enthusiastic crowd. “It’s time to pass 


the torch of liberty to a new generation 
of Mississippians.” 

McDaniel promised that if he is 
elected he would not go to Washington 
to beg but to fight, that he would be a 
bulldog for the state. 

“I can’t think of a better place to 
start a fight than in Mississippi,” said 
McDaniel. The current state senator 
promises to fight against DACA and 
Planned Parenthood but fight for 


congressional term limits as well as 
President Trump’s infamous “wall.” 

McDaniel is eager for time in 
Washington in order to support 
Trump. He said he is tired of reaching 
across the aisle to make deals and 
compromises. 

“Trump said he wanted to drain 
the swamp, so I’m going to go there 
and help him drain the swamp!” said 
McDaniel. 
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Judge Payton White inspires Honors students 
with her life story of overcoming obstacles

On Feb. 27 the Charles 
Pickering Honors Institute 
welcomed Forrest County 
Justice Court Judge Gay 
Polk-Payton White to 
speak to the institute’s 
participants. Payton White 
owns Polk-Payton law firm 
as well as serves as an 
adjunct faculty member at 
the University of Southern 
Mississippi. Although now 
a success, her road to a 
seat behind the bar was not 
always an easy one. 

When Payton White 
started her college career at 
USM, she had no direction. 
After making her first “D” 
in a political science class, 
Payton White changed 
her major to business in 
which she completed her 
bachelor’s degree. 

Payton White’s humble 
beginnings pushed her to 
make the most of herself. 

“My father had a stroke 


and my mother was a 
homemaker so I knew that 
we didn’t have much,” she 
said. 

After USM, she continued 
her education at the 
University of New Orleans 
where she completed 
a master’s in business 
administration. On one 
fateful day, a PSA came 
across her television about 
law school, which is when 
Payton White realized her 
true calling. 

One thing Payton White 
learned from all three 
schools she attended is 
how her education was not 
just about herself. 

“If everything you do 
in college is about you, 
then your degree will be a 
worthless piece of paper,” 
said Payton White. “You 
are not the big picture, find 
where you fit in the big 
picture.” 

She also encouraged 
students that their 
background or how much 


money they had or lacked is 
not what matters. She also 
told them that the struggle 
is worth it because it builds 
character. 


“Until you say 200 
pennies on pump number 
four you don’t know what 
struggling is,” said Payton 
White. “But if I didn’t 


struggle I wouldn’t honor 
the things that I honor, like 
morality.” 

Payton White warned 
students about the thin 


line between enjoying life 
and destroying life. She 
also stressed the point 
of being careful about 
the things students do, 
the company they keep 
and even their social 
media presence. Payton 
White wanted students to 
understand how important 
it is for them to think for 
themselves, stand on their 
own principles and do what 
is right. 

“We have so much going 
on in the world so you have 
to be the change, you have 
to pick up the torch,” said 
Payton White. 

She said that perhaps 
the most significant piece 
of advice for a room full of 
young leaders was for each 
person to understand the 
substance between one’s 
birth year and their death 
year. Each person has a 
short time between those 
dates but what one does in 
that time is important.

who want to keep guns 
out of schools. An example 
from npr.org of how 
this could be unsafe is 
a teacher in California 
accidentally firing a gun 
in a high school classroom 
during a safety lesson a 
day before students across 
the country participated 
in a 17-minute school 
walkout. The gun was 
pointed at the ceiling, and 
one student was struck in 
the neck by ceiling debris. 

People-press.org states 
that in a 2012 survey, “49% 
say it is more important 


to control gun ownership, 
while 42% say it is more 
important to protect the 
right of Americans to own 
guns.” 

As school shootings and 
mass shootings in general 
become more common, 
public opinion reveals that 
Americans are becoming 
more concerned with gun 
control than protecting 
the second amendment, 
or the right to bear arms. 

“There is a constitutional 
right to keep and bear 
arms. We don’t need to 
ban guns, but I’d have no 
problem with a waiting 
period between purchase 
and delivery, stronger 
background checks, or 


raising the age to 21,” said 
Moulds. “I probably have 
more guns than anyone, 
but I don’t have an assault 
weapon. Unless you’re in 
the army, you don’t need 
that.” 

According to the U.S. 
Department of Education, 
former president Bill 
Clinton signed the Gun- 
Free Schools Act of 1994 
into law on March 31,1994, 
requiring any student who 
brings a gun to school to 
be expelled for no less than 
a year. The Federal Bureau 
of Investigation states 
that after the Brady Act of 
1993, the National Instant 
Criminal Background 
Check System was created 


to enforce background 
checksbefore the purchase 
of a firearm. Despite 
these laws and many 
others, school shootings 
continue to happen. After 
recent shootings, many 
Americans are asking the 
government for stricter 
gun control reforms. 

Eighty percent of Jones 
students surveyed feel 
that there should be more 
rigid gun regulations, and 
they are not alone. 

In the wake of the 
Parkland shooting, 

students are speaking out 
like never before. Instead 
of thoughts and prayers, 
fellow students and 
families of Parkland victims 


and people across America 
are asking for stricter 
gun control laws. On 
March 14, 2018, students 
across America walked 
out of school, despite 
the possibility of being 
punished, for 17 minutes 
- one minute for each 
life taken in the Parkland 
shooting. On Saturday 
March 24, in Washington 
D.C., thousands of people 
gathered for a “March 
for Our Lives,” and on 
Marchforourlives.com 
there is a list of “sibling 
marches” and other events 
to be hosted around the 
world. On the anniversary 
of the Columbine 
shooting, April 20, another 


school walkout is planned. 
Teenagers and victims are 
showing activism in a way 
they never have before 
to advocate for gun law 
reforms. 

“Obviously we need 
to do something. People 
are tired of thoughts and 
prayers,” Moulds said. 
“Students are practicing 
their first amendment 
by peacefully protesting 
school shootings. It’s 
the greatest form of 
patriotism.”

School: no place for fear 

On Feb. 14 of this year, a shooting at Marjory 
Stoneman Douglas High School threw the nation for a 
loop. The news was full of interviews from the victims, 
parents and activists. They all agreed on one thing: 
something must be done. This isn’t the first time this 
has been said. 

According to ABC News, “50 is the number of mass 
murders or attempted mass murders at a school since 
Columbine.” That means there has been an average 
of almost three shootings per year since 1999. After 
a shooting, the cycle of messages can be seen again 
and again: the blaming, the possible solutions, the 
arguments regarding the solutions ending with no 
legislative changes made. 

Instead of working toward a solution to end the 
violence in schools, the blame has been shifted to 
several different parties. People are blaming the 
NRA, the government, and even blaming the students 
themselves. 

There have been solutions proposed; however, no 
one seems to agree on one. President Donald Trump 
has proposed arming teachers. 

Other solutions have called for banning assault 
weapons and bump stocks, strengthening gun laws 
and improving school security. Mental health tests and 
stronger background checks have also been proposed. 
Suggestions have even included better parenting, 
improving children’s social skills and removing violence 
from TV, movies and video games. 

The staff at the Radionian believes that it is time 
to change how school shootings are handled in 
this country. It is time to come to a solution. It is 
understood that it will not be simple and not everyone 
will be satisfied; however, that does not mean that no 
effort should be used. 

Instead of letting more students be maimed and 
killed, something needs to be done. The United 
States Government needs to make a decision on what 
legislation to pass before another tragedy occurs. 
Enough is enough. It is time for change.

Saying goodbye to the internet

With the current trends 
in society, the internet is an 
important part of everyday 
life. Until now, the freedom 
to roam the internet 
unfiltered was thought 
of as a basic commodity, 
like electricity. However, 
because of the manipulative 
Internet Service Providers 
(ISP) and Republican led 
Federal Communications 
Committee (FDC), internet 
use and the boundaries 
around it are being 
threatened as we speak. 

An article on FreePress. 


net explains Net Neutrality 
to be the regulating 
guideline of the internet. 
The principle maintains the 
belief that internet service 
providers (ISP) must 
offer an “open” internet, 
meaning that internet 
providers are prohibited 
from blocking content or 
slowing speeds for sites on 
the web for any reason. 

Rachel Kraus, a breaking 
news reporter of the 
online website Mashable, 
said that in 2015, the 
Federal Communications 
Committee made a first 
attempt to end Net 
Neutrality for a more 


censored internet. The 
attempt caused lots of 
controversy on Twitter and 
Facebook and led to the 
net neutrality classification 
under Title II, which made 
sure that companies like 
AT&T, Comcast and Verizon 
couldn’t block, manipulate 
or suppress web traffic. 

According to a writer 
of webpage Engadget, a 
former Verizon lawyer and 
current FCC chairman, 
Ajit Pai convinced the FCC 
to roll back or end net 
neutrality rules and return 
to a “successful” time in 
internet history, 1996, 
where only 16 percent of 


people used the internet. 

A Georgetown law 
lecturer and attorney said 
that the FCC’s approval of 
Pai’s proposal will classify 
ISPs as “information 
services,” which will change 
the parameter of openness 
regarding the internet. 

“The most drastic 
consequence is that ISPs 
begin offering tiered 
internet service that 
limits customers’ access 
to content-not just to 
faster service,” said Fran 
Berkman. “In other words, 
your ISP charges you extra

“During its opening 
weekend, 37 percent of 
its overall audience was 
African-American and 35 
percent white,” according 
to Fortune.com. 

Despite the excitement 
around the film, many 
internet trolls were 
trying to ruin the fun for 


everyone. Twitter came 
alive with fake stories 
of people that had been 
beaten when they tried to 
see the movies. According 
to The Verge, “Most of the 
scam posts claimed the 
attackers shouted some 
variant on ‘this film isn’t 
for you,’ playing on viewers’ 
racial anxieties about the 
movie’s intended audience.” 
This angered many movie¬ 
goers that were excited for

United Nations calls for Syrian cease fire following airstrikes

Shortly after the United 
Nations (U.N.) called for a 
30-day ceasefire in Syria, 
regime aircrafts hit targets 
in Eastern Ghouta on Feb. 
24, activists said, according 
to CNN. 

“Warplanes carried out 
airstrikes targeting areas 
in the town of Shifouniya in 
Eastern Ghouta,” the U.K.- 
based Syrian Observatory 


for Human Rights said. 

The reason for the attack 
was so that Syria could 
stop the revolt against the 
government and clear all 
rebel forces camped out 
near Damascus. The attack 
on Ghouta killed more 
than 200 people. However, 
there were no remarks on 
casualties or damages. All 
representatives voted on 
the ceasefire during the 
U.N. meeting, stating it 
would allow aid deliveries 


and medical evacuations 
for refugees. Directly 
after the U.N. voted in 
the meeting, Syrian U.N. 
Ambassador Bashar 

Ja’afari said the regime 
would continue to go after 
terrorist groups. 

“We practice a sovereign 
right of self-defense, and 
we will continue to fight 
terrorism wherever it 
is found on Syrian soil,” 
Ja’afari said. 

Diplomats stated the 


Russians were delaying 
implementation, but 
eventually allowed the U.N. 
to vote on the ceasefire 
in the meeting. Many 
diplomats were skeptical 
of the following actions to 
be taken but figured the 
resolution could benefit 
the issues in Syria. Nikki 
Haley, the U.S. ambassador 
of the United Nations, 
called out Russia for

1 Arming Teachers - Opposing viewpoints f 



After a shooting at 
Marjory Stoneman 

Douglas High School in 
Parkland, Florida, the 
Trump administration 
is attempting to 
introduce legislation that 
gives teachers the ability 
to bear arms in schools. 
Many teachers, students 
and parents do not 
support the idea of guns 
being in school at all. 

Teachers are some 
of the most important 
people in the workplace. 
Their job is to educate the 
generations for a better 
future, not be a police 
force for the school. 

“A teacher’s job as an 


educator is to nurture, 
uplift and inspire,” Tommy 
Chang, superintendent of 
Boston Public Schools, 
told CNBC in a recent 
interview. “The thought 
that teachers should be 
armed in order to ward 
off violence is utterly 
illogical and will result in 
making our students and 
teachers less safe.” 

The National Education 
Association did a survey 
and found that, “seven 
in ten NEA members say 
arming school personnel 
would be ineffective at 
preventing gun violence 
in schools. Among all 
members, 82% say they 
would not carry a gun 
in school. Even among 
members who own guns,

From January 1 to March 
24, there have been a total 
count of 17 shootings 
either involving students 
or taking place on a 
school campus in various 
states across the country 
according to an article 
on CNN.com. Marjory 
Stoneman Douglas High 
School has been the 
center of attention in this 
category and has incurred 
a need for change. A 
controversial solution to 
the violence on campus 
has been proposed: supply 
teachers with firearms. 

Of course, this 
proposition garners much 
debate for many reasons. 


Instead of providing a 
solution to the problem, 
it only acknowledges that 
there is a problem and 
offers a sense of security 
for when the inevitable 
happens. According to 
triblive.com, there are 
cons of arming teachers 
with guns. Inviting those 
weapons into the learning 
environment would call for 
extra safety precautions 
and special split-decision 
training, even for those 
who are already trained in 
firearm handling. Some 
people also worry that 
there could be confusion 
for first responders in case 
of emergency, and there 
could be a chance of a 
student taking the gun.

Student overcomes eating disorder

In seventh grade, Emily 
Rodriguez moved from 
New Iberia, Louisiana to 
Thibodaux, Louisiana. 
Along with all of the 
anxiety that comes with 
moving to a new school, 
she felt something that 
many young people have 
felt before; she did not 
want to be labeled as the 
“fat girl.” 

Rodriguez struggled in 
school, so she turned to 


sports. The summer after 
her ninth-grade year, 
Rodriguez was working 
out five hours a day and 
then just sleeping after 
because she was so tired. 
It was then that she was 
diagnosed as anorexic. 

“I knew I wasn’t eating 
enough, but I didn’t worry 
about it until I passed 
out at swim practice one 
morning because my body 
couldn’t handle it,” said 
Rodriguez. 

She was told that if she 
did not start eating, she 


would have to be put on 
a feeding tube to get the 
nutrition she needed. Her 
eating disorder had many 
psychological effects 
along with the physical 
strain it put on her body. 
She was miserable and 
angry all the time and she 
pushed her friends away. 

It took time and hard 
work, but with the help 
of her family, Rodriguez 
was able to overcome her 
disorder. 

“It was a rough path 
getting over my disorder 


and sometimes I find 
myself falling back into 
those habits, but I remind 
myself that my size doesn’t 
define me and I choose to 
love myself every day,” said 
Rodriguez. “What helped 
me the most through my 
disorder was my family. 
They were the best 
support group that anyone 
could have ever asked for. 
Without them by my side 
I don’t think that I would 
be here today. I also was 
able to find my passion to 
want to help others that 
suffered with the same 
thing I went through.” 

Rodriguez focused on 
fitness and health to help 
her through her disorder. 
She realized it was what 
she wanted to do for 
the rest of her life and 
is currently a certified 
personal trainer. In May, 
she will graduate with 
her associate’s degree 
in nutrition and then 
plans to pursue a degree 
to become a registered 
dietician nutritionist. 

“I want to help people 
who struggle with their 
weight so that they know 
that they aren’t alone,” said 
Rodriguez. 

Although she was able 
to overcome her eating

Laurel Little Theatre celebrates 91 years

Celebrating their grand 
opening, which took place 
in April of 1927, Laurel 
Little Theatre will have 
a 1920’s party on April 7. 
There will be a showing 
of Charlie Chaplin’s silent 
movie “The Gold Rush.” 
Costumes are encouraged, 
but not mandatory. 

For the first 50 years 
after the theater was built 
it was used primarily to 
show movies. On April 1, 
1927, the Arabian Theatre 


showed their first film. 
The price for a matinee 
adult ticket was 35 cents 
and 50 cents for an adult 
night ticket. Tickets for 
children were 10 cents. The 
theater offered a change 
of showings on every 
Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday of the week. 

With the theater’s seating 
capacity of 900, each seat 
was strategically placed to 
ensure an unobstructed, 
clear view of the stage. 
Foster-McLaurin Furniture 
Company of Laurel 
furnished the theater, and 


L.A. McDevitt of Laurel did 
the painting. 

“The Gold Rush” was 
named the number one 
movie of the 1926-27 
season. The movie also 
received Academy Award 
nominations. 

“The film is still in the 
Top Five of the highest 
grossing silent films of all 
time,” said Wes Hughes for 
the LLT Board of Directors. 

The main character 
is trapped during a 
snowstorm in a deserted

In an interview with 
IGN Krasinski said, “When 
I set out to write the 
script, I knew I wanted to 
give it more of a classic 
feel. There’s something 
about Hitchock and 
“Jaws” and “Alien” and 
other films that weren’t 
so much about horror as 
they were suspense and 
psychological fear.

Nation ponders gun 
control after events

For the past several years, 
gun violence has occurred 
in the United States at a 
high rate. Because of the 
violence, lawmakers have 
tried to regulate who can 
own and purchase guns to 
better insure the safety of 
the American people. But 
has gun control worked to 
help or hurt people? 

To understand the 
argument put in front of the 
American people, one has 
to know what gun control is 
and its purpose. In an article 
from “The New York Times,” 
the definition of gun control 
is a broad term that covers 
any sort of restriction on 
what kind of firearms can be 
sold and bought, who can 
possess or sell them, where 
and how they can be stored 


or carried, what duties a 
seller has to vet a buyer and 
what obligations both the 
buyer and the seller have to 
report transactions to the 
government. 

Gun control has 
resurfaced as of late due 
to the mass shootings that 
have happened in America 
the last couple of years. 
If stricter gun control is 
passed in the United States, 
it will be harder for the 
people that cause these 
horrible acts to have access 
to these weapons. 

A “ProCon.org” article 
states that stricter gun law 
supporters believe that the 
Second Amendment refers 
to militias instead of regular 
citizens. These supporters 
also believe that enforcing 
gun control laws will reduce

Roles, ratios school counselors 
serve in high schools can vary

In the wake of a school 
shooting, along with the 
shock that comes with 
such a tragedy, people can’t 
help but wonder: What 
could have been done to 
prevent this? How could 
a person do this? Mental 
illness, bullying, attention - 
these, and many more, are 
possible causes leading to a 
mass shooting. 

“The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
reports that 1 in 5 American 
children ages 3 through 
17 - about 15 million - have 
a diagnosable mental, 
emotional or behavioral 
disorder in a given year. 
Only 20 percent of these 
children are ever diagnosed 
and receive treatment; 80 
percent - about 12 million - 
aren’t receiving treatment,” 
said Kate Snow and Cynthia 
McFadden in an nbcnews. 
com article on America’s 
youth’s mental health crisis. 


In schools, it seems that 
the responsibility of the 
mental health of students 
falls on the counselors, but 
the truth is that the role of 
the counselor is based on 
administration. 

Former Mississippi high 
school counselor, Saron 
Mitchell Henderson said, 
“I’ve had the privilege of 
working in a wonderful 
school where I was not 
expected to conduct testing 
and my main obligation was 
direct services to students. 
I’ve also worked in schools 
where my job felt like the 
exact opposite. This is why 
school counselors need to 
advocate for appropriate 
job responsibilities.” 

Npr.org (National Public 
Radio) did an interview with 
2017’s school counselor of 
the year, Terri Tchorzynski. 
Tchorzynski explained 
the difference between a 
guidance counselor and a 
school counselor. 

“We cringe when we 
hear the term ‘guidance 


counselor.’ It’s kind of that 
older-fashioned model 
from years ago, the, ‘I’m 
going to guide you towards 
your college or career,”’ 
said Tchorzynski. “...we are 
people that work in mental 
health, that work in the 
academic domains, that 
work in college and career 
readiness.” 

The npr.com article 
explained that the 
American School Counselor 
Association recommends a 
student to counselor ratio 
of 250 to one, but in some 
cases the ratio is 732 to 
one, and this can hinder a 
school counselor’s ability to 
perform a job to the best of 
his/her capability. 

Henderson believes that 
the main cause, among 
many causes, of mass 
shootings is an untreated 
or unidentifiable mental 
illness. Not only in cases 
where the student to 
counselor ratio is so large, 
but in every case of a student 
with mental health issues, 


full responsibility cannot be 
placed on schools. 

“Parents, communities 
and mental health 
professionals all need 
to provide wrap around 
services for these young 
people,” said Henderson. 

According to 

psychologytoday.com, 
some signs of a potential 
mass shooter are no 
remorse, acts of violence, 
no meaningful friends and 
an obsession with weapons. 
It is important for people 
to learn these signs and 
to be prepared to contact 
someone who could help in 
case these signs are shown. 

“...we need students to 
be aware of their peers. 
We need them to look for 
signs, either in person or 
on social media, and to 
report any information 
to school administration 
and/or school counselors,” 
Henderson said. “I don’t 
think this will completely

Other psychological factors could 
be as much to blame as bullying

After the tragedy of the 
Parkland school shooting 
in Florida, reporters say 
that the motive behind 
the huge massacre was 
due to bullying. Attorney 
Jim Lewis told CNN that 
school shooter, Nikolas 
Cruz, “-was a smaller kid 
and there is indication 
there might have been 
some bullying going on.” 

Based on the Youth 
Risk Surveillance System 
Survey, there are over 
25 million middle and 
high school students 
in America and about 
200,000 of those 
students have brought 
some type of weapon to 
school over the course of 
a month. 

For years, society has 
made the conclusion that 
bullying is the reason for 
every school shooting. 
Even if that statement 
is true, there are more 
factors to it that might 
not be addressed. 
Students who carry 


some type of weapon on 
school grounds might 
not necessarily bring 
them for protection 
alone. 

JCJC sociology 

teacher Stacy Ruth said, 
“Today we’ve become 
desensitized to violence. 
Schools are open arenas 
because education is an 
open philosophy and 
school shootings have 
shut down that security 
and spirit of happiness 
and contentment and 
learning and fun.” 

Teenagers have grown 
up in a society where 
violence is everywhere. 
Social media, television, 
video games and movies 
have shown violence 
as a normal everyday 
factor. Common heroes 
such as Jackie Chan 
and stories such as The 
Hunger Games show 
that violence can be 
the answer to many 
problems. Even if these 
entertaining stories are 
enjoyable, they may lead 
to psychological issues 
in a young child’s brain. 


According to 

“Psychology Today,” 
research shows that 
children who are 
exposed to aggressive 
videos containing guns 
were more likely to show 
their anger in a hostile 
way with other children. 
The ones who were not 
exposed to violent media 
were not aggressive 
toward others. 

According to 

newsweek.com, Peter 
Langman, a private 
practice psychologist 
and school-shooting 
expert said, “It’s not 
just [that the bullying] 
happened, it’s who 
it happened to, and 
who that person 
is, psychologically 
speaking.” 

The media labels 
bullying as a factor when 
“stereotyping” school 
shooters. Based on 
psychological research, 
it needs to be realized 
that there is more to 
study regarding school 
shootings and the 
reasons that lead up to it.

gun violence dramatically. 

“I believe guns should be 
outlawed,” said JCJC student 
Shalisha Brooks. “Things 
like school shootings would 
never happen if guns were 
so available to people.” 

Others believe that 
stricter gun control laws will 
only worsen the problem 
with mass shootings. In an 
article from “ProCon.org,” 


even if stricter gun laws are 
passed, that does not mean 
the mass shootings will 
end. People will still find a 
way to purchase a gun with 
the capabilities of killing 
multiple people. Many 
people carry their own guns 
legally to ensure their own 
lives and their families. 

“I believe the Second 
Amendment was placed by 
the founders of our country 
for the citizens to protect 
themselves, not only from 
outside threats but also from 


domestic threats,” said JCJC 
student Jamey Coleman 
said.

solve the problem, as the 
most recent Florida shooter 
had a long history of school 
interventions on his behalf 
and yet he still chose to do 
what he did, but I think it 


would help.” 

For now, with 
movements like “March for 
Our Lives,” and school walk 
outs, students and other 
Americans affected by mass 
shootings are working on 
preventing another tragedy 
like this from happening. 


“They need to advocate 
for safer school climates 
and better crisis plans,” 
said Henderson. “I think 
they need to continue what 
they are doing by storming 
government officials to 
hear them out!” 


violence, while gun owners 
want to make sure that their 
Second Amendment rights 
are not being infringed 
upon. 

“I would argue that the 
simple answer as to why 
lawmakers cannot reach a 


consensus on gun control 
would be money from 
special interest groups,” said 
history instructor Carson 
Atwood. “But that would 
be oversimplifying the 
problem. It is a multifaceted 
issue that goes beyond what 


may or may not have been 
intended by the Founding 
Fathers of the United States.”
